SMOKE SCREEN 

Study: Minnesota’s vaping tax prevented 
smokers from quitting 


W hen e-cigarettes started 
getting popular a few 
years ago, they were 
primarily marketed as 
a helpful step toward 
smoking cessation. The problem is, we 
don’t have a lot of data to prove that hap¬ 
pens... or doesn’t happen, for that matter. 

And lately, news in the vaping world has 
not been great. A rash of people using vape 
pens were hospitalized with respiratory 
problems in recent months, and at least 
three died in Minnesota alone. 

The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) now thinks the lung 
injuries may have something to do with 
vitamin E acetate inhaled while vaping 
THC. In the meantime, some states have 
responded by moving to warn against or 
ban vape products outright, at least tem¬ 
porarily. Others have gotten around to 
taxing them. 


Minnesota’s been doing that last part 
for a while, and was in fact the first state 
to impose a tax on this stuff. It started at 
35 percent of wholesale price in 2010. In 
2013, the tax was increased to a whopping 
95 percent. As luck would have it, that gave 
curious researchers years of data to help 
answer a common question: Do e-cigarettes 
help people quit smoking, or not? 

According to a new study from the 
National Bureau of Economic Research, 
evidence drawn from Minnesota suggests 
maybe not. Or, at the very least, that more 
expensive e-cigarettes make people less 
willing to try. The study, which used 2014-15 
as its sample window, estimates 32,000 of 
the 600,000 adult smokers in Minnesota 
might have used e-cigarettes to quit smok¬ 
ing during that period if not for the heavy 
tax on vape products. 

‘Tf this tax were imposed on a national 
level about 1.8 million smokers would 


be deterred from quitting in a 10-year 
period,” the study says. “The taxation of 
e-cigarettes at the same rate as cigarettes 
could deter more than 2.75 million smok¬ 
ers nationally from quitting in the same 
period.” 

The authors are quick to qualify their 
findings. This study is about how taxes 
affect adult smokers. It doesn’t have any 
numbers on kids. 

Between 2015 and 2017, vape use 
increased 78 percent among high schoolers, 
a rise that corresponded with an uptick 
of sales by Juul Labs Inc., from 2.2 mil¬ 
lion devices sold in 2016 to 16.2 million 
in 2017. Juul happens to contain among 
the highest nicotine content of any e-cig, 
according to the CDC. 

Closer to home, the Minnesota Depart¬ 
ment of Health found that the number of 
11th graders who vaped in the past month 
jumped by more than half in the past three 
years. Meanwhile, the number of eighth 
graders who had done the same doubled. 
To that end, Minnesota is suing Juul for 
allegedly targeting teens and getting them 
hooked. (The company denies that claim.) 

As of December, 16 percent of patients 
hospitalized with vaping-related lung inju¬ 
ries nationwide were under 18. Some were

as young as 13. By the end of the month, 
Minnesota alone had seen somewhere 
between 100 and 150 cases. 

The authors of the study say the results 
suggest not taxing vapes could have “pub¬ 
lic health benefits.” But that’s only “one 
side” of the policy debate, which must be 
“weighted” against the potential impact 
on youth. If cheaper e-cigs are as appeal¬ 
ing to teens as they are to smokers, then 
we’ve merely replaced an old vice with 
a new one. -hannah jones

T he year is 1997. There’s 
a new teen sex comedy 
coming to your town. It’s 
titled Mary Jane’s Not a 
Virgin Anymore, and it 
doesn’t give a shit what 
you think about it. 

Mary Jane is a feminist piss-take on the 
teen comedies of John Hughes and other 
filmmakers from the ’80s, replacing the 
genre’s notorious racism and sexism with 
punk-rock vibes and sex-positivity. The 
story follows one woman’s last summer 
before college working at a Minnesota 
movie theater with a gaggle of twen¬ 
tysomething misfits and burnouts who 
quickly become her family. 

The film receives a rapturous response 
at the Chicago Underground Film Festi¬ 
val, and its Sundance screening quickly 
sells out. Admirers include Roger Ebert, 
who praises its “offhand, unaffected 
freshness.” Feminist filmmaker Allison 
Anders calls it “the most independent 
of all the indies I know,” and Wayne’s 
World director Penelope Spheeris says 
that writer/director/editor/co-producer 
Sarah Jacobson “has the kind of energy 
you just [think will] never stop. Her films 
have that same quality.” 

“Everyone talks about living in the post 
#MeToo era,” says Jacobson’s friend Jake 
Fogelnest. “Here was a woman who made 
films in the ’90s; who was screaming about 
that stuff in her work and in her life before 
it became a fashion accessory button at a 
Holl 5 rwood awards ceremony.” 

At a mere 25 years of age, Edina High 
graduate Jacobson was kicking ass and 
taking names. She would go on to cre¬ 
ate a social network connecting arthouse 
theaters to indie filmmakers—no easy task 
in an era before internet chatrooms and 
online communities had really taken off. 
Tragically, Mary Jane would be her sole 
feature film, as she would die seven years 
later from uterine cancer. 

“The statements she made still stand 
and resonate today,” says novelist and 
film writer Annie Choi. “I don’t want 
to say that it hasn’t gotten better for 
women, but when you watch her work 
you realize how little some things have 
changed and how far we have to go. So 
it’s still this battle cry.... The urgency is 
still incredibly relevant.” 

In the era of films like Ladybird, Juno, 
Sind Booksmart, it’s easy to see how Mary 
Jane was a trailblazer, laying the ground¬ 
work for future female-driven coming- 
of-age stories. Now, about 15 years later.

Jacobson’s films are finding new fans at 
special screenings across the nation and 
through her first DVD and Blu-Ray release. 

J acobson was born in New Jersey 
1971, but in her teens her family 
moved to Edina, which she would 
later refer to as ‘‘the snottiest suburb 
in the Twin Cities area.” 

“I was never really pretty; I was never 
into makeup or fashion; I always felt really 
alienated,” she told Punk Planet in 1997. 

As a Jewish girl from New Jersey, she 
discovered she didn’t look or act like her 
new contemporaries. “These were these 
girls who were really blonde. They were 
jocks and they got good grades, and I was 
like, ‘I wanna be friends with these girls. 

I was never really 
pretty; I'^^^never 
into^akeup or 
fashionTI always felt 
really alien ated.” 

These are the perfect girls.’” 

When they did include her, it was “only 
as a way of trying to get me to convert to 
Christianity... which freaked me out.” An 
invitation to Bible camp was her breaking 
point. “After that I was like, ‘You know, 
fuck this. I’m not going to sit around and 
wait for these people to accept me.’” 

So she sought out Edina’s outcasts. 
“To meet a punk rocker and have them 
tell you about socialism... after going to a 
little Molly Ringwald high school, meet¬ 
ing people like that was really exciting.” 

It didn’t hurt that Jacobson was coming 
of age at the zenith of the Twin Cities’ 
music scene. Babes in Toyland and the 
Replacements being two of her favorites.

Much like Mary Jane’s Jane, her crew 
of friendly burnouts, music heads, and 
punks were like family to her. 

Soon, Jacobson was making zines. A 
regular at shows, she joined a band and 
recorded an album. But film, not music, 
was her true medium of choice. 

She loved slashers and movies about 
punk rock, but she also had a secret love 
for uncool high school sex comedies like 
Sixteen Candles and Fast Times atRidge- 
montHigh. These were some of the most 
prominent representations of teenage 
sexuality available to her. 

Except Molly Ringwald and the other 
stars of these flicks rarely had sex. 

“[Ringwald’s characters] wanted a boy¬ 
friend, and she wanted romance, and it 
was implied that they would be having 
sex afterwards,” Jacobson opined in Bitch 
Magazine in 1997. “But I wanted to see 
girls having sex from their point of view. 
You got to see Tom Cruise running around 
having sex. There’s so much time spent 
with the geek, and he gets laid... I could 
give a shit that the geek got laid. I don’t 
get off on that.” 

Then she realized something many 
young women do. 

“Everything you see on TV or in the 
movies or in media representation, it’s all... 
women are sexual objects,” she told Bitch. 

While still in high school, she came 
across another source of inspiration: Jim 
Jarmusch’s Stranger Than Paradise. 

“I’m going to do this,” she remembered 
thinking upon seeing it. “This is what I’m 
going to do.” 

The confluence of punk’s DIY aesthetic 
and Stranger Than Paradise’s low-budget 
cool galvanized Jacobson, who despite her 
partying and rebelliousness graduated 
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with straight A’s (and five suspensions). 
That was good enough to get her into Bard 
College’s film program, so she headed 
east in the fall of 1989. 

There, she was faced with elitism and 
stuffy intellectualism in the theoretically 
focused film department. It was against 
that environment she made her first short 
film: ‘‘Road Movie, or: What I Learned in 
a Buick Station Wagon.” “Road Movie” 
was about a female film student who 
takes a road trip after debuting a short 
film to her snooty classmates. It’s a rush 
of images and sounds with light cultural 
commentary and slapstick humor. 

Like her protagonist, Jacobson “just 
had to get away” from Bard. She made 
a fateful transfer to the San Francisco 
Art Institute, where she studied under 
experimental film icon George Kuchar. 
Kuchar and his twin brother, Mike, had 
shot and distributed their surreal genre 
comedies independently since the late 
1960s. Their films’ frank homosexuality 
and violent, offbeat humor made them 
a mainstay in independent film circles. 

Kuchar taught his students to shoot 
like he did: Move fast, travel light, have

fun, and use what you have. It was music 
to Jacobson’s ears. 

Next was her first “actual” film, “I Was 
a Teenage Serial Killer,” a movie Jacobson 
would put together with no budget. 

“Serial Killer” tells the story of a young 
woman who, after her mother’s death, 
starts fighting toxic masculinity through 
murder. She pushes a catcaller in front 
of a bus. She beats a guy to death with 
a dustbuster. It’s all played for laughs. 

“Serial Killer” ends with a tonal shift 
from searing anger to earnestness, a move 
that would typify her later work. In the 
final scene, the teenage killer breaks down, 
telling a drug dealer on the street about 
how she was sexually abused as a child. 
Instead of reacting to that information, 
he hits on her. 

“No one wants to listen to my story!” 
she yells, almost slitting his throat with 
a broken bottle before smashing it to the 
ground. Then, she turns directly to the 
camera: “My story exists whether anyone 
listens to me or not. I’m gonna tell them 
an 5 rway.” She turns and walks away as 
credits roll over the raw power chords of 
“My Secret,” a song about killing a child 
abuser by Heavens to Betsy, Corinne 
Tucker’s pre-Sleater-Kinney project. 

“When 'Serial Killer’ came out, it reso¬ 
nated with a lot of women,” says Choi. 
“It fed into their anger, legitimized their 
feelings. It gave a voice to something that 
had been intensifying for a long time.” 

Jacobson’s classmates and subsequent 
audiences loved it, groaning at gory close- 
ups and chuckling at the audacious one- 
liners. “Serial Killer” went on to be named 
one of Film Comment’s Top 25 Short Films 
of All Time.

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O ff the back of that success, 
Jacobson and her mother, Ruth 
Ellen, started Station Wagon 
Productions and, in 1994, began 
working on Mary Jane’s Not a Virgin 
Anymore. 

The plot was based on an autobiograph¬ 
ical novel she wrote in high school about 
working at the Uptown Theatre with 
a group of twentysomething burnouts 
who formed powerful friendships. To 
the story she added bits about losing her 
virginity and learning how to masturbate. 

Over the next three years, she would 
work on the script, film, rig lighting, 
and edit with what she described as 
the “bare minimum of what you need 
to make a movie.” That bare minimum: 
one 16mm camera, 
one tape recorder, 
one microphone, 
four lights, $6,000, 
and one bra. When 
the bra gave out half¬ 
way through produc¬ 
tion, she made a short 
documentary about 
buying her first fit¬ 
ted bra. 

Although Mary 
Jane is set in Min¬ 
neapolis, it was shot in San Francisco. 
Station Wagon Productions’ office was in 
Skid Row, where she recalled being spit 
on by “street people” on her walks home. 
The production ran out of money twice, 
but Jacobson’s aggressive networking and 
touring paid off. The movie was saved 
by cash infusions from fans like Sonic 
Youth’s Kim Gordon and Tamra Davis, 
the indie-turned-mainstream director 
of Billy Madison. Eventually, Jacobson’s 
mother moved to San Francisco to help 
her complete the film. 

Jacobson understood that she only 
had one shot at a debut movie, and she 
wanted to make it count. “Film is so

hard that it’s not really worth it unless 
you’re showing something that hasn’t 
really been said before,” she told Bitch. 
“Every girl wishes that they had an older 
girl who would tell them what’s up with 
sex... I wanted to make a movie where 
the girl learns to have control over her 
own sex life.” 

Mary Jane begins with a cliched sex 
scene: a gauzy lens, sub-Cinemax sex, 
the participants not really touching, 
swaddled in sheets. Then there’s a jump 
cut to something a bit more realistic: an 
uncomfortable, brief, socks-on session 
featuring missionary on a picnic blanket 
in a graveyard. 

In the male-centric 
films Mary Jane com¬ 
ments on, deflower¬ 
ing is the narrative 
engine, the plot’s 
resolution. In Mary 
Jane, the heroine’s 
first time is a call to 
action. 

Jane drives in from 
the suburbs to work 
at the Victoria The¬ 
ater, a stand-in for the Uptown. She’s the 
youngest employee, and by far the least 
cynical. She soon forms a family with 
her co-workers, which include bisexual 
punk rocker Ericka and her gay manager, 
Ray, who takes her to her valedictorian 
dinner as her father. 

Over the summer, she develops roman¬ 
tic relationships with a dreamy guy named 
Tom and sensitive, affable weirdo Ryan. 
Both are good guys who respect Jane’s 
boundaries, emotions, and agency. 

Then there’s Matt, the staffs mercurial 
druggie, who antagonizes Jane, physi¬ 
cally bullying her and denigrating her 
class status and Jewish heritage. Over

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the course of the film, Jane ceases to 
allow herself to be Matt’s victim. 

“I wanted guys to be able to see it 
from a girl’s point of view and kind of 
understand women and not have to be 
all embarrassed about it,” she told the 
Austin Chronicle in 1998 about her hopes 
for male audiences. 

But boiling Mary Jane down to a raun¬ 
chy coming-of-age story would sell it 
short. It also documents the height of 
the Riot Grrl movement, the decline of 
West Coast hardcore, and the begin¬ 
nings of emo. The soundtrack features 
Mudhoney, Superchunk, Bikini Kill, 
Heavens to Betsy, and Babes in Toyland. 
Dead Kennedys frontman Jello Biafra 
cameos as a concerned moviegoer, and 
ATI’s Davey Havok plays one of Ericka’s 
groupies. (AFI also lent three songs to 
the soundtrack.) 

The Twin Cities loom large in the film. 
Jane sleeps beneath one of Daniel Cor¬ 
rigan’s iconic Replacements photos. One 
character wears a T-shirt from a Jim Dine 
exhibition at the Walker. The co-workers 
see Mudhoney at Nye’s. Characters race 
motorcycles down Lyndale Avenue and 
road-trip to Madison.

A fter a grueling three-and-a-half- 
year production, Mary Jane’s 
Not a VirginAnymore debuted at 
the 1997 Chicago Underground 
Film Festival. Jacobson was just shy of 
her 26th birthday. 

The film received positive blurbs from 
Ed Halter and Roger Ebert, and Mary 
Jane went on to a sold-out screening at 
Sundance. 

But unlike other Sundance success 
stories, Mary Jane didn’t land a distri¬ 
bution deal. In later interviews, Jacobson 
speculated that “girl films” flummoxed 
Hollywood. 

Undeterred, Jacobson hopped in her 
trusty Buick station wagon and went on 
tour, screening a 16mm print of “Serial 
Killer” and Mary Jane three weeks out of 
each month all over the world from 1997 
to 2000. She arranged her own press and 
screenings, while her mom kept track of 
her tour schedule back in San Francisco. 

During this time, she gave effusive 
interviews in local papers, where she 
insisted that they include her address 
so readers could send away for a VHS 
of her movies (just $2!). 

On the road, folks who might have never 
seen her Aims otherwise were showing up 
to screenings. “The biggest thing people 
say to me is, T wish I had seen this when 
I was 16,’” she told Bitch magazine. 

Through her travels and screenings, 
Jacobson created a network for indepen¬ 
dent cinemas and video stores all over 
America. “The independent distribution 
system used to be a safety net for small 
filmmakers. Now the corporations—like 
Disney’s Miramax—are taking over the 
safety net. So we need to build another 
one,” she said in a 1998 Star Tribune

All the while, Jacobson wrote for 
Indiewire.com. There, she coined the 
term ‘Tndiewood” to describe Harvey 
Weinstein’s high-production, high bud¬ 
get “indie” films, like Pulp Fiction and 
Mallrats. She also wrote a travelogue/ 
criticism column, called “Underground,” 
for Punk Planet. 

Eventually, touring became lonely and 
unprofitable. After three years, Jacob¬ 
son moved to New York City, where 
she worked in television for VHl and 
Oprah’s burgeoning Oxygen Network. 
She also taught filmmaking courses at 
community colleges. 

She continued to work in film, produc¬ 
ing music videos for Fluffy and Man or 
Astro-Man?, and produced a documentary 
on the making oiLadies and Gentlemen, 
The Fabulous Stains, a girl rock dramedy 
directed by Lou Adler of Cheech and 
Chong’s Up in Smoke, written by Slap 
Shot’s Nancy Dowd. Her documentary, 
as well as an oral history she wrote on the 
film for the Beastie Boys’ Grand Royale 
magazine, got the ball rolling on Rhino 
reissuing Stains on DVD in 2008. 

“Sarah Jacobson is the reason you can 
see The Fabulous Stains at the push of 
a button today,” says friend Fogelnest. 

During this time, Jacobson continued 
writing draft after draft of her follow-up 


feature, a tale about a punk-rock girl group 
inspired by Fabulous Stains. Her career 
was again on the upswing. 

But Jacobson was also dealing with a 
nagging, mystery ailment. She was losing 
weight and needed a cane to help her walk. 

To generate buzz for her second film, 
she organized a retrospective of her work 
in New York. But as that event was coming 
together, she received a cancer diagnosis. 


Even after her death, Jacobson continues 
to inspire indie fiimmakers and writers 
to fight the man. 


Things took a rapid turn, and the February 
2004 screening became a posthumous 
one. Jacobson had died in New York City 
at 32 years old. 

But the energy Jacobson put out into 
the world, through her work and through 


her promotion of others, wasn’t so eas¬ 
ily stopped. “She rallied the Riot Grrrl 
movement,” Choi explains. “So in those 
circles, her films continued to get passed 
around and discussed—even after she 
passed away.” 

After her death, her friends and family 
founded the Sarah Jacobson Film Grant, 
which has awarded funds annually to a 
female-identifying independent filmmaker 
for the last 15 years. In 2012, Turner Classic 
Movies played Mary Jane as part of its 
Underground series—just how Jacobson 
had seen Fabulous Stains decades earlier. 
In 2016, the American Genre Film Archive, 
the curatorial branch of the Alamo Draft- 
house theater chain, restored her films 
for a new theatrical release. A blu-ray 
featuring “Serial Killer” emd Mary Jane, 
and loaded with her shorts, was released 
this past September. 

Jacobson was taken from us before her 
ideas and concerns were mainstreamed, 
before the internet fiilly became a useful 
distribution tool for independent film¬ 
makers. We can only imagine where she 
would be in 2019 with the surge against 
institutionalized Holl 5 rwood sexism and 
abuse. 

The work we have, however, remains 
prescient, and now it’s more acces¬ 
sible than ever for a new generation of 
teenagers. 03

emember what it felt like to 
request a hall pass just to go 
to the bathroom? Teachers 
could, and sometimes actu¬ 
ally would, deny you. 

This period of life teemed with petty 
indignities: being sent to bed when you 
weren’t tired, waking only to recite the 
Pledge of Allegiance like a drone each 
morning at school, being forbidden from 
walking on “big roads,” and/or having to 
ask your parents’ permission to drink soda 
with dinner. 

No one of a certian age escaped without 
beggingthe adults in their lives to buy them 
a Clearly Canadian. 

Where I grew up, a fast-food chain called 
Rax (best known for combining roast beef 
sandwiches, curly fries, and salad bars under 
late-’80s solariums) stocked these covet- 
able teardrop-shaped bottles. Chilling in 
ice buckets by the front registers, they’d 
become glazed in pearls of sweat that mir¬ 
rored our youthful desperation. 

“But they’re sparkling water,” we’d 
plead, as the Mountain Blackberry flavor 
glistened before us. 

At a certain point, my adults stopped 
even saying “no.” Silence was (and is) an 
answer. 

Backing up a few steps: There once was 
a soda called Clearly Canadian. This was 
before the heyday of La Croix, but it simi¬ 
larly was described as “sparklingwater” due 
to a combo of effervescence and sourcing 
from Canadian spring water (or something. 

As children, we mistakenly believed 
playing up this point would help sell our 
parents on the objects of our desire, which 
were, of course, chock-full of sugar. Its clean 
design and tantalizing “natural flavors” like 
Mountain Blackberry, Orchard Peach, and 
Wild Cherry were downright magnetic. 

In 1993, sales of the British Columbia- 
based Clearly Food & Beverage Company 
Ltd. hit $155 million. Before Y2K arrived, 
they’d expanded their portfolio to include 
Orbitz—yunno, that soda with the floating 
gelatin beads—and then, just as quickly 
as they’d descended, both vanished into 
thin air. 

But one day not long ago, I stumbled upon 
a time machine disguised as a mini fridge, 
inexplicably stocked to the gills with Clearly 
Canadian. Its curator is John Nguyen, 
the buying manager at Green Machine, a 
tobacco shop on Nicollet Avenue in south 
Minneapolis. 

I should’ve expected Ngueyn would 
have a horde of Orbitz, too. 


“But the new recipe, they don’t have 
the floating bubbles,” he informed me, as 
a single tear rolled down my face. “Yeah, 
there’s another brand, it’s called Capsule. 
I have that, too. It’s the old formula, with 
the floating gelatin.” 

“They rebranded themselves?” I asked 
him. 

“Exactly. Because Orbitz sold their name 
to the website Orbitz,” said Nguyen, fail¬ 
ing to explain how one dead soda became 
two separate, niche-market zombie sodas. 


Nguyen has positioned the shop’s soda 
fridge at at the front of the store, where 
it glows from a dim corner, beckoning to 
customers like a mirage just when the/ve 
almost made it out the door. An army of 
New York Seltzers occupies most of the 
real estate, arranged in a perfect Pantone 
spread. On the top shelf, he displays a couple 
bottles of Fanta that go for 30 or 40 bucks 
a pop, rare enough that he’ll only put out 
one or two at a time. 

“Oh I be searchin’,” beamed Nguyen. 


In his late 30s, Nguyen makes the most 
of his role at the shop. Ever 5 Thing in the 
store, which he describes as an “emporium 
of rare exotic items,” is a means to an end, 
delivering on enthusiasm and nostalgia. 

“This store is like a toy shop for adults. 
All this stuff is retro. Pinky and the Brain—” 
he said, gesturing behind us to a pair of 
18-inch tall figurines from ’90s classic Anz- 
maniacs, who’ve been staring holes in our 
backs the entire time, “we couldn’t have 
those when we were kids. [Sodas] were 
expensive—three bucks?—back then. So 
I just bring it all back. Now we’re adults. 
We can buy that.” 

Nguyen has been stocking that little 
cooler with throwback sodas—plus a 
couple local bottled varieties—for about 
three years. He says customers love it. All 
of the beverages are made with real cane 
sugar plus some ineffable, Proustian quality 
to which an anonymous internet reviewer 
gave five stars (for the blackberry flavor), 
and succinctly described thus: 

“This tastes like my childhood.” 

Green Machine keeps Clearly Cana¬ 
dian in stock thanks to a rogue beverage 
distributor with a soft spot for the drink. 
According to Nguyen, after he “whined” 
to this guy about wanting to sell it in the 
shop enough, “he was like, ‘You know 
what, I used to drink that too,’ and then 
he picked it up. He’s just not promoting it 
because he’s drinking it himself, y’know 
what I’m saying?” 

Clearly Canadian’s return to markets 
from the brink of extinction followed an 
unlikely route. A successful crowdfimd- 
ing campaign in 2013 paved the way for 
the manufacture and preorder of25,000 
cases of the beverage in 2015, which began 
a new chapter for the retro soda. Capsule 
(nee Orbitz) followed suit. But outside of 
Green Machine’s like-minded business 
hookup, the only places known to stock 
the beverage in the Twin Cities are Cost 
Plus World Market and Hy-Vee. 

The year 2020 won’t be mistaken for 
1993, though. Rax filed for Chapter 11 
long ago, and we’re living in the golden 
age of La Croix, which has profoundly 
affected our taste buds when it comes to 
non-alcoholic fizzy stuff. And make no 
mistake, despite Clearly Canadian’s “spar¬ 
kling water” proclamations, our parents 
were right: These cherubs are distinctly 
sodas. After all these years, their formula 
hasn’t changed—you have. 

But is that really a bad thing? Only you 
can say how much sweetness you can bear 
in the here and now. 03

ONE-SHOT WONOER 

WWI epic 1917 is a crazy-impressive technical masterpiece

t’s inevitable that a big-budget fea¬ 
ture presented as a continuous shot 
will make headlines off its technical 
maneuvers alone. We moviegoers 
love a good party trick. 

But i9i7 isn’t just some cheap gimmick. 
Like Birdman before it, this World War I 
quest uses the psuedo-one-shot method 
to create an immersive and memorable 
adventure. 

It’s a basic enough story: The German 
army has faked its retreat to lure a British 
battalion into an ambush. Some higher- 
ups get wise thanks to aerial photogra¬ 
phy, but because the Germans destroyed 
everything getting out of dodge, there’s 
no way to phone up the battalion. If the 
Brits don’t warn them, 1,600 men will be 
slaughtered, so General Erinmore (Colin 
Firth) dispatches soldiers Schofield and 
Blake (George MacKay and Dean-Charles 
Chapman) to deliver the message by foot. 

Though the narrative isn’t bad, it 
admittedly borders on simplistic. 1917 
won’t dazzle you with intrigue or leave 
you pondering the human condition—at 
least not any more than your average war 


movie. But a film’s success isn’t always 
predicated on the story’s complexity. 
1917 proves there can be other takeaways. 

What director Sam Mendes shoots for 
is a visceral exercise, a tinkering with 
the medium’s possibilities to create 
something more akin to a ride than an 
action-packed blockbuster. The lack of 
discernible cuts paired with the brutal¬ 
ity of the Great War makes for a frantic, 
unrelenting experience. It’s an exhausting 
movie (in a good way). The only thing 
that could have made it more intense 
would be seeing it in, say, the old Mystery 
Mine Ride theater with the moving chairs 
(Camp Snoopy represent!). In lieu of that 
option, an IMAX screening is a must. 

Of course, an undertaking this dif¬ 
ficult requires a ton of planning and 
one hell of a cinematographer, which 
means Roger Deakins is the dude. While 
Birdman is undoubtedly abetter movie 
overall, Deakins and company really up 
the one-shot ante here. The wartime 
backdrop supplements the technique’s 
inherent energy, and the fact that most of 
the movie takes place outside, in broad 
daylight, without easy places to hide

area theaters, now showing 


edits, makes what Deakins does in 1917 
a crazy-impressive feat. 

What’s more, the blocking limitations 
imposed by a one-shot production meant 
the crew had to get extra crafty to create 
beautiful shots. It’d be one thing to figure 
out some safe and steady positions, but that 
would be boring. Instead, the camera is 
always circling, moving through trenches, 
inside buildings, down a river, you name 
it. The camerawork can call attention to 
itself at times—like when it moves out a 
second-story window and down to ground 
level—but it’s so spectacular that it doesn’t 
matter. Mendes and Deakins unapologeti- 
cally swing for the fences. 

AtiPiT’s close, Schofield sprints along 
a trench as bodies and earth explode 
around him. Given the added weight 
of the preceding two-hour journey, it 
becomes a standout shot in film history 
and phenomenal capstone to the movie. 
1917 is probably the closest thing to real 
war we’ll ever get at the movies. 03

Becky Shaw revels in uncomfortable laughter

he pseudo-sibling pair at the 
center of Becky Shaw are, 
well, theatrical. They have 
big mouths and quick (if not 
always sharp) wits that get 
them into trouble time and again. Play¬ 
wright Gina Gionfriddo holds the char¬ 
acters back from the brink of caricature, 
though, and you may realize you know 
people like this. You might have dated a 
Max or a Suzanna. You might even be one. 

That’s an uncomfortable truth, and 
despite the show’s provocative plot twists 
and frequent chuckles, Becky Shaw isn’t a 
particularly comfortable experience. In 
Gremlin Theatre’s strong new production 
of the 2008 Pulitzer finalist, director Ellen 
Fenster owns that difficulty and turns it 
into a virtue. We believe Suzanna (Olivia 
Wilusz) wants to change, and we want 
to see whether she can. 

As the play opens, Suzanna and Max 
(Logan Verdoorn) are coping with the 
recent death of Suzanna’s father. He and 
his wife (a snappy Jodi Kellogg) essen¬ 
tially adopted Max as a child, when Max’s 
mother died. It’s immediately apparent that 
Max and Suzanna, who share the kind of 
physical intimacy you don’t typically see in 
thirtysomething siblings, have sustained 
a quarter-century of mutual attraction. 

Is that plausible? Hey, it’s theater. 
What’s certainly realistic is the way that 
the pair’s emotional intimacy interferes 
with their other relationships. After the 
script hashes forward several months, we 
find Suzanna married to Andrew (Kevin 
Fanshaw). The couple decide to set Max 
up with Andrew’s co-worker, the epony¬ 
mous Becky Shaw (Chelsie Newhard).

The play is well-suited for Gremlin’s 
thrust stage, which brings the audience 
in close for these difficult conversations. 
Set designer Carl Schoenborn creates a 
series of distinctive spaces with well- 
placed touches of set dressing, and Emmet 
Kowler’s stylish projections add visual 
interest, all in the service of the storytelling. 

The smartly assembled actors consis¬ 
tently shine. Verdoorn cracks like a whip, 
his timingrelentless as Max pushes buttons 
with the confidence of a master manipula¬ 
tor. At first Suzanna’s just as grating, but 
a superb Wilusz gradually opens up and 
lets us see that she’s having doubts about 
her allegiance to this cruel man. 

Although Andrew doesn’t get any zippy 
quips, Fanshaw lands the show’s biggest 
laughs as a kind person who fell in love 
with Suzanna at her most vulnerable and 
is now realizing what she’s like when she 
regains her confidence. The suspicious 
Max thinks Andrew’s supportive strength 
might also be a weakness, and Fanshaw 
subtly shows us how Max might be right. 

Becky Shaw herself is an enigma who 
comes into these characters’ lives and 
catalyzes a realignment of their relation¬ 
ships. Seemingly simple, Becky proves 
surprisingly insinuating, and Newhard 
wisely plays her with restraint. Why is 
the play named after her? Playwright 
Gionfriddo lets you figure that out for 
yourself, but you’re left with the impres¬ 
sion that Becky would think the title 
perfectly apt. 03

thought 20 might be a little ambi¬ 
tious.

Atmosphere, Whenever 

A new Atmosphere album may no longer 
be An Event, but that suits Slug’s flair 


for the quotidian just fine. He bobs and 
weaves through the everyday pleasures, 
anxieties, and lusts of aless-ordinary-than 
he-fronts middle-aged guy while Ant mod¬ 
estly flaunts his unflagging ability to craft 
beats that hew true to his style without 
repeating himself. 

booboo, / Don’t Want to Wait 

Though this EP first appeared in August, 
there’s something wintry in its marrow, 
something spare and forlorn in its six tracks 
whether they’re punctured with a note 
or two of keyboard or draped in full elec¬ 
tronic sheets, and something haunting in 
the way booboo’s vocals are Auto-Tuned 
to intricate flutters. 

Dizzy Fae, No GMO 

What does Dizzy Fae sound like? Depends 
on the track. She’s frisky atop the dappled 
percolation of “Big Wall,” delicate when 
her falsetto hovers above the textures 


of “Celebration.” But she’s not showcas¬ 
ing her versatility or refusing to commit. 
Dizzy’s just being herselves. 

4th Curtis, invisibieAx 

Lex Noens flexes their sinister wit on this 
trio’s second full-length, opening with 
“Blood on my guitar strings/Makes me 
feel so intense” and claiming kinship with 
“Marie Antoinette”: “My skin is pale/My 
rack is huge/And I don’t have a head.” 
The guitar-bass-drums foundation is as 
“scrappy’ as the bio claims, but all manner 
of keyboards, including a harpsichord, 
add a suitably macabre elegance. 

Fragile Canyons, Here it is 

The Twin Cities’ finest purveyor of niche 
local music memes, Andy Engstrom is more 
earnest in songwriter mode. The way he 
obsesses over the phrase “terrible desire” 
allows you to project your deepest cultural 
fears upon that l 3 n:*ic, and the guitar jangle 
sometimes suggests an unskewed Pave¬ 
ment placing “Range Life” at the center 
of its aesthetic without ever quite going 
full Gin Blossoms. 

Gully Boys, Phony 

If Not So Brave offered a snapshot of a 
band discovering who it was, the musicians 
who recorded these five tracks are well 
aware of their abilities and determined 
to find out what else they can do. Kathy 
Callahan’s voice is both more flexible and 


more powerful, and the rh 3 Thm section 
of Nadirah McGill and Natalie Klemond 
is even more versatile, with unexpected 
harmonies sweetening the punch and 
trickier guitar parts adding depth. 

Lady Midnight, Death Before Mourning 

Adriana Rimpel’s first proper full-length as 
her alter ego is held together not just by a 
voice but by a sensibility, a political thrust 
that’s still luxurious, rejecting the sense 
that hardening or austerity is necessary 
to take a committed stance. At times she 
takes on a slightly seductive tone, like a 
more companionable Sade; at others her 
voice floats amid the dense electronics as 
though intoning a mantra and seeking to 
heal through empathy. 

Lydia Liza, Of Unsound Mind 

Whether autopsy ng heartbreak or stating 
her prerogatives, Lydia Hoglund’s husky 
voice has a knowing quality that adds an 
edge to her songs: No one would want to be 
on the wrong side of her lyrics. F leshing out 
these arrangements are guitars that make 
introspective noises in the background yet 
crunch forward when appropriate. 

Lunch Duchess, Crying for Fun 

Indie-pop shaped by a drummer’s sense of 
punctation and propulsion, then filtered 
through a spirit of flirtatious pessimism 
that Katharine Seggerman spells out in 
lyrics like “I don’t want to get to know 
you/That’s when things get messy” and 
“You’ve got an uncanny way of making 
me feel like this is the end.” Nicky Steves’ 
synths add an appropriately carnivalesque 
fluorescence, especially when they go oo- 
ee-oo-ee-oo. 

Muja Messiah, Lucky Bastard 

Less than a minute in, Muja strings “nun,” 
“young,” “Hmong,” “tongue,” and “sprung” 
together just in case you forgot he’s the 
Twin Cities’ finest pure rhymer. Basking 
in his casual virtuosity, he rarely raises 
his voice or loses his cool even when he’s 
promising to send you “golfin’ with the 
dolphins” or bragging “my lawyer court- 
side/your lawyer is court-appointed.” 

Nlllce., Never Better 

Bad relationships, family trauma, self- 
hatred—all the aggravated emotional fuel 
for great pop-punk is in this trio’s tank. 
Roddy Gadeberg’s full-throated vocals are 
neither whiny nor bullying, and over six 
songs stretched out to a whole 14 minutes.

Nur-D, Songs About Stuff 

True to his name, Nur-D might sprinkle 
his rhymes with the sort of pop-culture 
references that get you shoved against 
middle-school lockers—“20 Cha” is basi¬ 
cally the Dungeon Master’s Guide set to 
music—but nasal cliche is not his style.
